RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  de- 
clined following  six  straight  weeks  of  higher 
prices.  Slaughter  steers  closed  generally- 
steady  to  750  lower  at  midwest  terminalsjheifers 
steady  to  250  lower,  instances  500  off.  Cows 
sold  largely  25-750  lower.  Stockers  and  feeders 
were  uneven,  mostly  steady.  However,  sales  at 
Omaha  were  fully  steady  to  500  higher  while  at 
Kansas  City  prices  were  steady  to  250  lower, 
instances  500  off.  Barrows  and  gilts  were  un- 
even, weights  under  240#  sold  steady  to  250 
higher,  instances  500  up  on  190-220#  while 
butchers  over  240#  were  largely  25-500  lower, 
instances  750  off.  Sows  closed  500-1.50  lower. 
Slaughter  lambs  closed  steady  to  500  lower, 
instances  $1.00  off  on  shorn  offerings. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Salable  re- 
ceipts at  the  12  markets  totaled  236,000  head, 
about  4  percent  more  than  the  previous  week  and 
largest  for  any  week  since  early  November. 
Slaughter  steers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at  the 
7  markets  totaled  79,500  head,  largest  since 
late  September,  but  nearly  10,000  head  below  a 
year  earlier.  Slaughter  steers  closed  steady 
to  500  lower  with  some  sales  750  off  at  Omaha 
and  St.  Joseph j  heifers  were  steady  to  250 
lower,  instances  500  off.  In  general  both 
steers  and  heifers  grading  average-Choice  and 
Prime  found  the  broadest  outlet.  Cows  closed 
25-750  lower  under  the  influence  of  lower  prices 
for  cow  beef.  Bulls  were  steady.  Vealers  at 
both  St.  Louis  and  St.  Paul  sold  steady. 
Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  continued  to  make 
up  the  bulk  of  the  receipts  at  most  points,  al- 
though Kansas  City  and  Sioux  City  reported 
around  40  percent  stockers  and  feeders.   Good 
and  Choice  grades  again  predominated  in  the  sup- 
ply with  an  increased  percentage  of  Good. 
Marketings  of  high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  were 
curtailed  with  only  a  very  limited  number  offered 
at  most  terminals.  Prime  made  up  13  percent  of 
the  supply  in  Chicago  compared  to  15  percent  the 
previous  week. 

Choice  and  Prime  900-1400#  steers  bulked 
at  $26.50-28.50  in  Chicago  with  about  10  loads 
Prime  1200-1375,/  $28.75-29.00.  At  other  points 
a  few  loads  of  high-Choice  and  Prime   steers 
brought  $26.75-27.50  with  a  shipment  1015# 
$28.25  in  Indianapolis.  Bulk  high-Good  and 
Choice  went  at  $24.50-26.50.  Some  Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  1350-1600#  steers  sold 
at  $24.50-27.25.  Bulk  Good  brought  $22.75- 
25.50.  Mixed  Choice  and  Prime  slaughter  heifers 
sold  from  $26.50-27.25  in  Chicago  with  a  few 
loads  $25.75-26.25  at  other  points.  Bulk  Choice 
heifers  sold  from  $24.25-25.75;  Good  $21.50- 
24.50.  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  brought 
$13.75-16.00;  Canner  and  Cutter  $11.50-14.50. 


ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  at  the  10  markets  totaled  58,200  head 
compared  to  49,400  the  previous  week  and 
54,800  a  year  earlier.  Good  and  Choice  grades 
predominated  in  supplies  but  the  percentage  of 
Choice  was  smaller  than  in  recent  weeks. 
Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  were 
mostly  steady  at  midwest  terminals.  However, 
there  was  some  unevenness  as  prices  at  Omaha 
were  steady  to  500  higher  while  Kansas  City 
showed  a  steady  to  500  lower  trend.  At  Okla- 
homa City  prices  were  weak  to  500  lower  and 
at  Ft.  Worth  declines  of  500-1.50  were  re- 
corded in  a  reaction  from  the  sharp  price  up- 
turns in  that  area  the  previous  week. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
brought  $22.00-26.00,  several  loads  Choice 
891#  $26.50.  Choice  1005#  were  included  at 
$25.00  but  not  many  over  1000#  steers  exceeded 
$24.50.  Medium  and  low-Good  feeders  brought 
$20.00-23.00.  Choice  612#  stock  steers 
reached  $28.50,  Choice  666#  $27.35  and  sever- 
al loads  Choice  under  550#  short  yearlings 
$29.00-31.50.  Bulk  Good  and  Choice  550-750# 
yearling  stock  steers  sold  from  $23.00-27.25, 
load  748#  included  at  $27.15.  Medium  and  low- 
Good  stockers  cashed  at  $20.00-24.00.  Good 
and  Choice  yearling  heifers  brought  $21.50- 
24.50,  few  Choice  571#  $26.00.  Good  and 
Choice  steer  calves  bulked  $25.00-32.00,  few 
loads  Choice  and  Fancy  $32.50-34.00.  Good  and 
Choice  heifer  calves  sold  at  $22.00-28.50, 
several  loads  Choice  and  Fancy  $29.00-30.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  of 
hogs  at  the  12  markets  totaled  354,000  head,  10 
percent  less  than  the  previous  week  and  24  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier.  Bulk  of  the 
supply  over  the  area  consisted  of  mixed  U.  S. 
No.  1-3  and  lots  2-3  200-260#  barrows  and 
gilts  with  an  increased  showing  of  weights  over 
230#  at  most  markets.  There  was  also  a  fairly 
liberal  showing  of  260-300#  butchers  at  some 
of  the  western  Corn  Belt  markets.  Sows  made 
up  from  8-14  percent  of  the  receipts  at  the 
various  markets.  Weight  became  an  increasing- 
ly more  important  price  determining  factor  as 
the  supply  of  180-210^  barrows  and  gilts  was 
relatively  small.  Buyers  operated  quite  bear- 
ishly  on  butchers  240#  and  up  and  on  sows  over 
400#.  Consequently  the  price  spread  between 
weight  groups  continued  to  widen  and  is  the 
widest  since  last  summer.  Prices  were  very 
uneven  especially  on  weights  over  240#  as  a 
two-way  price  trend  developed.  Barrows  and 
gilts  180-240^  closed  steady  to  250  higher, 
instances  500  up  on  190-220#,  weights  over 
240#  25-500  lower,  extremes  750  off.  Sows 
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closed  500-1.50  lower,  largely  500-1.00  off 
with  sows  400#  and  heavier  showing  the  greatest 
decline . 

At  the  close  U.  S.  No.  1,  and  1-2,  and  at 
some  points  uniform  in  weight  U.  S.  1-3,  180- 
240#  barrows  and  gilts  brought  117.50-18.35,  up 
to  318.50  at  Chicago  and  318.65  at  Indianapolis. 
Mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  and  2-3,  180-250#  butchers 
bulked  at  $17.00-18.10.  At  some  of  the  markets 
U.  S.  3,  300//  butchers  sold  at  $15.50-15.75. 
U.  S.  1-3,  270-600#  sows  brought  $12.00-15.00 
for  the  most  part  with  some  U.  S.  1-2,  250-330# 
$15.25  at  a  few  points. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  950  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
December  1  to  December  7,  1960,  inclusive. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  held  generally  steady 
at  both  St.  Paul  and  Sioux  City.  Good  and 
Choice  130-160/?  sold  at   St.  Paul  from 
$16.50-17.00.  Good  and  Choice  130-170,/  at 
Sioux  City  brought  $15.50-16.50. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  totaled  407,000  head,  6  percent 
more  than  the  previous  week  but  12  percent  less 
than  a  year  earlier.  Supply  included  a  moderate 
increase  in  butchers  over  230//.  Sows  comprised 
9  percent  of  the  receipts.  Barrows  and  gilts 
230//  and  lighter  were  steady  to  150  higher; 
heavier  butchers  weak  to  500  lower.  Sows  were 
600-1.00  lower  with  the  most  decline  on  sows 
360,/  and  heavier.  On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1-2 
190-240//  barrows  and  gilts,  bulk  200-220//, 
sold  from  $16. 60-17. 60 ;  bulk  No.  1-3  and  No.  2- 
3  200-230#  butchers  brought  $16.30-17.25.  No. 
1-3  270-400,/  sows  sold  from  $13.10-15.40;  No.  2- 
3  400-550//  $11.50-13.90. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12  mar- 
kets were  12  percent  less  than  the  previous  week 
and  19  percent  under  a  year  ago.  At  midwest 
points  slaughter  lambs  sold  steady  to  500  lower, 
instances  $1.00  off  on  shorn  offerings  as  lower 
dressed  prices  offset  any  bullish  influence  the 
reduction  in  supplies  may  have  had.  Slaughter 
ewes  were  steady  to  500  higher;  feeder  lambs 
steady  to  strong.

Shorn 
offerings  comprised  around  35  percent  of  the 
lamb  supply.  Around  25  percent  of  the  re- 
ceipts were  received  from  outside  the  area.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  in 
the  Boston  market  was  slow  with  prices  about 
steady.  Woolen  wools  and  noils  were  slow  but 
prices  were  unchanged.  Most  activity  centered 
around  scoured  pulled  wools.  There  were  a  few 
sales  of  one-half  and  quarter-blood  Territory 
wools  and  medium  fleece  wools  at  steady  prices. 
Movement  of  Texas  wools  continued  slow. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  midweek  in- 
dicated an  uneven  market.   South  African  markets 
were  firm  except  some  weakness  on  some  combing 
wools.  Quotations  from  New  Zealand  showed  most 
apparel  types  firm  but  a  continued  weakness  in 
carpet  wools  and  some  cross-bred  types.  The 
South  American  markets  continued  slow  with  Buenos 
Aires  carpet  wool  prices  declining. 

According  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service  the  average  price 
received  by  farmers  for  wool  in  mid-November  was 
39/  per  grease  pound.   This  compares  to  39.5^  for 
the  previous  month  and  43.2/  in  November  1959. 

Fleece  Wools  -  A  good  weight  of  fleece  braid 
sold  at  83/  clean  on  the  core  and  medium  lambs 
about  77/  clean.   Some  quarter-blood  wool  moving 
around  $1.05  and  three-eighths  blood  SI. 06-1. 07. 

Territory  Wools  -  About  a  car  each  of  graded 
quarter-blood  and  graded  one-half  blood  brought 
around  SI. 07  and  $1.10  respectively.  A  fair 
volume  of  original  bag,  bulk  fine  and  half-blood, 
sold  in  Wyoming  between  37-40/  in  the  grease, 
estimated  to  cost  between  $1.07-1.10  clean,  de- 
livered Boston. 

Texas  Wools  -  Activity  in  Texas  was  slow  but 
prices  were  unchanged  from  a  week  earlier. 

Mohair  -  Activity  in  mohair  slowed  somewhat 
following  the  relatively  active  period  of  recent 
weeks.  Prices  were  steady  at  81^  for  adult  and 
$1.16^-  for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trade  in  spot  foreign  wools 
continued  very  slow.   Cabled  quotations  from 
foreign  markets  at  week's  end  with  combing  wools 
converted  to  clean  U.  S.  yields  in  bond  as 
follows:

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Good  demand  generally 
prevailed  for  bulk  fresh  meats  this  week  at  all 
markets.  Beef  trade  was  mostly  active  as  out- 
let for  carcasses  and  cuts  was  fairly  broad, 
with  ribs  and  rounds  moving  promptly  at  most 
points.  Shortage  of  Choice  and  Prime  veal  in 
conjunction  with  the  seasonal  cut-back  in  sup- 
plies of  all  grades  influenced  price  upturns. 
Lamb  was  rather  slow,  particularly  front  ends, 
while  hindsaddles  found  fairly  good  demand  on 
the  part  of  chain  buyers.  Pork  movement  was 
slow  at  the  outset  but  turned  mostly  active 
thereafter.  Clearance  was  generally  complete 
for  all  classes  at  the  several  markets  aside 
from  a  small  carryover  of  lamb  at  New  York. 

Steer  beef  sold  steady  to  $1.50  higher;  cow 
beef  50 £-$1.00  higher;  veal  and  calf  steady  to 
mostly  $2.00  higher,  some  veal  as  much  as  $3.00 
up  at  New  York.  Lamb  prices  were  steady  to 
strong  in  the  Baltimore-Washington  area,  but 
otherwise  were  weak  to  $2.00  lower.  The  trend 
for  pork  loins  was  steady  to  $2.00  lower  at  all 
markets  except  New  York  where  loins  sold  $1.00- 
$2.00  higher,  bulk  of  closing  sales  at  the  full 
advance.  Fresh  skinned  pork  hams  sold  steady 
to  $2.00  higher,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  up  while 
Boston  butts  and  spareribs  were  steady  to  mostly 
$1.00  lower. 

Kosher  steer  forequarters  sold  $1.00  higher 
while  the  trend  for  kosher  lamb  foresaddles  was 
weak  to  $2.00  lower,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  off. 

CHICAGO  -  Fresh  meat  supplies  for  the  cur- 
rent week  were  moderate  and  ample  for  trade 
requirements  in  most  cases.  Bulk  of  the  beef 
graded  Choice,  although  Prime  showed  an  increase 
as  most  local  packers  offered  beef  from  the 
International  Show.  While  all  weight  ranges  of 
lamb  were  available,  56-65#  weights  were  shown 
most  liberally.  Carcass  beef  trade  was  moder- 
ately active,  however,  primal  cuts  accounted 
for  the  bulk  of  the  sales  in  this  division. 
Beef  loins  were  slow  but  rounds  and  ribs  moved 
freely  as  did  chucks  after  Tuesday.  Veal  prices 
advanced  for  the  second  straight  week  in  a  mod- 
erately active  trade.  Carcass  lamb  met  a  fair 
early  demand  but  activity  slowed  as  the  week 
progressed.  Lamb  ribs  were  hard  to  sell  in 
most  quarters  but  other  primal  cuts  generally 
had  adequate  outlets.  Fresh  pork  trading  was 
fairly  active,  loins  recovering  part  of  the 
substantial  decline  of  the  previous  week. 
Clearance  of  fresh  meat  at  wholesale  was  fairly 
good.   Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  fully  steady; 
veal  $1.00-2.00  higher;  lamb  steady  to  $1.00 
lower;  pork  loins  $1.50-2.00  higher;  Boston 
butts  steady;  spareribs  3#  down  steady  to  $1.00 
lower . 


PACIFIC  COAST  -  Continued  liberal  supplies 
of  beef  were  no  more  than  adequate  for  a  contin- 
uing good  demand  while  other  meats  were  in 
moderate  supply,  and  veal  and  calf  were  some- 
what limited.  In  general,  trading  was  fairly 
active  with  demand  centering  on  smoked  and 
fresh  hams.  Good  and  Choice  beef  sold  $1.00- 
2.00  higher  in  California  and  strong  to  mostly 
$1.00  higher  in  the  Pacific  northwest;  cow  beef 
steady  in  San  Francisco  and  mostly  $1.00-1.50 
higher  at  other  points.  Veal  and  calf  closed 
mostly  steady,  instances  $2.00  higher.  Lamb 
sold  steady  with  instances  $1.00  higher  in  the 
northwest.  Fresh  pork  loins  steady  to  $1.00 
lower  as  part  of  the  substantial  early  down- 
turns were  recovered.  Smoked  pork  prices  were 
firm,  instances  $1.00  higher  on  bacon.  Lard 
supplies  continued  rather  limited  and  prices 
were  firm.
